Vauxhall to 
lose one in 
ten workers

MORE than a tenth of the 
workforce at VauxhaH’s Luton 
plant will leave at the end of the 
month after workers accepted a 
voluntary redundancy deal. 

The employees made the deci¬ 
sion following negotiations 
between the Unite union and 
Vauxhall which will mean 117 
workers have been offered an 
‘attractive voluntary separation 
package’, with some being given 
the option of taking up early 
retirement. 

A spokeswoman said 117 peo¬ 
ple had already signed up to the 
severance packages and that 
they would be leaving on 
December 31. 

The plant currently has 1,042 
employees directly employed by 
Vauxhall. 

A decline in demand on main¬ 
land Europe for cars means the 
plant will move to a single shift 
of production from fanuary 1 
next year. 

In a statement, the company 
said the move is an ‘important 
step’ towards ‘further strength¬ 
ening the future and sustaina¬ 


bility of the Luton plant’. 

The firm also said 100 staff 
who are ‘key team members’ 
have already begun preparing 
for the launch of the next gen¬ 
eration Vauxhall Vivaro (x82) 
which is scheduled for produc¬ 
tion from the second quarter of 
2014. 

In September car production 
at the plants in Luton and 
Ellesmere, Cheshire, was sus¬ 
pended for a week following a 
decline of sales in Europe. 

A Vauxhall spokeswoman said: 
“Employees at Vauxhall’s Luton 
van plant voted on a proposal 
submitted after consultation 
between Vauxhall and Unite the 
Union and as a result, an over¬ 
whelming majority agreed to 
move to a single shift from 
lanuary 1, 2013. 

“Re-adjusting the production 
schedule will generate stability 
by closely matching supply and 
demand and ensure the plant’s 
sustainable future in the longer 
term by bridging the current 
economic downturn in main¬ 
land Europe. 

“With the move to a single 
shift operation, 117 employees 
are offered an attractive volun¬ 


tary separation package permit¬ 
ting many to take advantage of 
an early retirement option. 

“In addition, a group of 100 key 
team members have started to 
support the launch of the next 
generation Vivaro (X82), sched¬ 
uled for production from the 
second quarter of 2014. 

“The launch of the new vehicle 
will also engender the intake of 
a number of employees keen to 
join the manufacturing envi¬ 
ronment - some taking advan¬ 
tage of a substantial apprentice¬ 
ship programme. 

“In support of the local econo¬ 
my, Vauxhall will furthermore 
significantly raise the UK sup¬ 
ply content for its new X82 
Vivaro, aiming for around 40 per 
cent - and the company is 
investing £95 million into new 
facilities and tooling in prepara¬ 
tion of the launch. 

“Our announcement is anoth¬ 
er important step towards the 
launch of the next generation 
Vivaro, further strengthening 
the future and sustainability of 
the Luton plant which will be 
the only light commercial vehi¬ 
cle manufacturer in the UK 
from 2014.”

A MOTHER of five struggling to make 
ends meet was left without her weekly 
shopping after an administrative mis¬ 
take by Tesco.

But, the 
family were left to go hungry after the 
supermarket giant tried to take the 
wrong amount out of Mrs Bird’s 
account and the order was declined.

Store leaves 
without food

TESCO has apologised after 
making a mistake which left a 
family without food. 

Careful Marissa Bird, of Linnet 
Close, Luton, ordered her weekly 
shop worth £73 online, ensuring 
that she had a couple of pounds 
left in her account. But the next 
day she was horrified to receive a 
call from Tesco telling her that 
her card had been declined. 

After checking with her bank 
that the money was indeed there, 
she discovered that the store was 
trying to take £80 out of her 
account. 

Mrs Bird said: “I asked why, and 
they said that they had to 
process the original price of your 
shopping, without deductions, 
through the card. 

“I told them that I had the final 
total of £73 in my account, and 
asked if there was any way that 
an item or two could be removed 
from the order but they said no. 

“In the end my order was 
cancelled and we were left with¬ 
out our delivery. I am very angry. 

“They have apologised but my 
children can’t eat an apology.” 

A spokesman from Tesco said: 
“Sometimes, when a product 
ordered online is unavailable, a 
substitute product will be 
offered. On this occasion, our 
customer ordered some nappies 
on promotion, but unfortunately 


the store was out of stock and a 
non-promotional substitution 
was made. 

“This pushed the price of her 
shop above the limit of her 
account. Our customer has 
accepted £40 in online grocery 


vouchers as a gesture of our 
goodwill.” 

The spokesman added that it 
isn’t policy to process a pre¬ 
discount payment, although he 
couldn’t explain why Mrs Bird 
had been told this. 


PCC ‘welcomes’ 
budget protection 
from Government 

THE protection of police budgets from 
funding cuts next year has been wel¬ 
comed by Bedfordshire’s Police and 
Crime Commissioner (PCC). 

Oily Martins was speaking in the wake 
of news that the police would be exlcuded 
from the one per cent budget cut across 
all Government departments announced 
in Wednesday’s Autumn Statement. 

But the newly-elected PCC also warned 
of the uncertainty that remained over the 
impact of two per cent cuts announced 
for the police in 2014. 

He said that Bedfordshire Police ‘would 
be in a difficult place’ if they were to see 
their budget slashed further. 

Mr Martins met Home Secretary Theresa 
May on Monday along with other PCCs. 

He said: “I welcome the Home Secretary’s 
announcement that she has protected 
Government funding for the police from 
further cuts in the next financial year, fol¬ 
lowing the announcement of a one per 
cent cut across all departments. 

“Unfortunately this still leaves uncer¬ 
tainty about the impact of the two per 
cent cut announced for the following 
year. 

“As I made clear to Mrs May at the PCC 
Home Office summit earlier this week, 
Bedfordshire Police will be in a difficult 
place if the force budget is cut further. 

“We are already seeing the loss of 185 
police officers and half of our PCSOs com¬ 
pared to the levels in 2010 as a result of 
this Government’s 20 per cent police 
budget cuts. 

“I fear that any further budget cuts can 
only mean further reductions in police 
strength and I know this is not what the 
public want. 

“We are not, as Chancellor George 
Osborne attempts to suggest, talking 
about bureaucrats. 

“We are talking about police officers 
and PCSOs.”

AN 81-year-old woman had her 
handbag ‘wrestled’ from her 
while she waited for a bus. 

The victim was standing at the 
bus stop in Bishopcote Road, 
Luton, at around 1.20pm on 
Wednesday when a man 
approached her and snatched 
the bag from her shoulder. 

Investigating officer Detective 
Sergeant Emma James said: 
“Someone who commits this 


type of despicable crime can 
only be described as a coward.”

Sanderson said: “Following 
treatment and stabilsation the 
woman was taken to Luton & 
Dunstable Hospital.” 

MAN, 90, TRAPPED UNDER CAR 

THE air ambulance and fire 
crews were involved in rescuing 
a man who was involved in a 
collision with a car. 


The emergency services were 
called to central Luton on Friday 
at around 12.30pm, when they 
found the man trapped under 
the vehicle. 

Crews managed to get him out, 
and after being assessed, it was 
found that the man had a lower 
leg injury and was taken to 
Luton & Dunstable Hospital for 
further treatment. 

At the time he remained in a 
stable condition.

MP NADINE Dorries has warned journalists 
that she’ll inform the police of ‘harras- 
ment’ if they continue visiting her home. 

The Mid Bedfordshire representative, 
who sparked outrage last month when she 
went Down Under to appear on I’m A 
Celebrity, Get Me Out Of Here, took to 
Twitter this morning to vent her frustra¬ 
tion. 

She tweeted: “If another red top journal¬ 
ist visits my home, members of my family, 
their homes or my office I will inform the 


police. This is harassment. If any journal¬ 
ists turn up at my surgery tomorrow the 
same applies - you are hindering my staff 
and constituents.” 

But her comments have provoked some 
angry responses on the social media site. 

@PakarelliPaks wrote: “You deliberately 
created this narrative by courting publici¬ 
ty. You can’t pick and choose when you 
want it I’m afraid.” 

@3rdMusketeer added: “You forget 
you’re a public servant, your constituents 


pay you and have a right to make sure 
you’re doing your job.” 

Earlier this week a petition signed by 
almost 700 people calling for Ms Dorries 
to be deselected has been handed over to 
her local Conservative Party. 

Constituent and campaigner Jonathan 
Paxton, 36, presented the list of 688 
names to vice-chairman of Mid-Beds 
Conservative Association, Budge Wells, at 
the MP’s office in Shefford on Monday 
morning. 


Ex-Hatters finance boss 
booted out of institute

THE former finance director of Luton 
Town Football Club has been kicked 
out of a professional accounting body 
for misconduct during his time at the 
club. 

Derek Peter held joint responsibility for 
Luton Town’s finances between July 
2004 and February 2007, when they were 
found to have acted in breach of FA and 
FIFA rules and regulations on payments 
to football agents. 

During the same period of July 2004 
and February 2007 the directors indi¬ 
vidually either caused or allowed the 
company to trade at the risk of and ulti¬ 
mate detriment of HMRC which was 
owed at one point £3,578,661. 

The actions during this period led to 
the club entering administration in 
November 2007, and ultimately falling 
out of the football league. 

Despite a new board of directors taking 
over in 2008, the Hatters have never 
recovered from the troubled period in 
their history and currently play in the 
Blue Square Premier League. 

As a result of the financial irregulari¬ 
ties, Mr Peter was subject to a six-day 
trial at the High Court in London in 2011, 
which ended in him being banned from 
directing a company for seven years. 

The matter was then referred to the 
Institute of Chartered Accountants in 
England and Wales (ICAEW), which held 
its own disciplinary tribunal, the result 
of which was announced this week. 

During the tribunal it was decided that 



due to the ‘grave seriousness’ of the 
matters, and the discredit that had been 
brought to ‘himself, the ICAEW and the 
profession, no lesser sanction than 
exclusion would suffice’. 

As well as the exclusion order, the 
tribunal ordered him to pay costs of 
£3,000. It also recommended that no 
application for his readmission as a 
member should be considered before 
September 2018. 

Mr Peter, of Totteridge, Barnet, was one 
of four former directors of Luton Town 
Football Club, including ex-chairman 
Bill Tomlins and fellow directors Richard 


Bagehot and John Mitchell, that were 
banned from managing companies. 

The High Court found that between 
2004 and 2007 he contributed towards 
the club breaching rules and regulations 
relating to payments to football agents, 
as well as causing Luton Town to trade at 
the risk, and ‘ultimate detriment’ to HM 
Revenue & Customs - which saw the 
taxman owed £3.5m by the time of his 
resignation in 2007. 

Since relegation in 2008 the Hatters 
have failed to regain the league football 
status. The ICAEW said it cannot 
comment on individual cases.

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Luton MP warns of 
‘ten years of pain’

AN MP has warned that 
the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer’s Autumn 
Statement ‘is going to 
bring on a decade of 
pain’. 

Gavin Shuker, Labour 
MP for Luton South, 
was speaking in the 
wake of George 
Osborne’s statement on 
Wednesday about the 
Government’s latest 
spending plans. 

In it, Mr Osborne 
revealed a raft of meas¬ 
ures which included a 
cancellation of the 
planned rise in fuel 
duty and further cuts in 
Government depart¬ 
ments. 

Mr Shuker said: “The 
Autumn Statement is 
going to bring on a 
decade of pain. 

“Luton Council is 
having to make the hor¬ 
rendous cuts and after 
this is done I don’t know 
what is going to be left.” 

The authority has 
been at pains in recent 
weeks to emphasise the 
difficulty of the finan¬ 
cial task it faces. 

Changes in the way it 
is funded means it is 
looking at finding £48 
million worth of 
savings in the next 
three years, with £22m 


of that coming out of 
the 2013/14 budget. 

At a full council 
meeting last month, a 
group of union 
members staged a 
protest outside the 
Town Hall in response 
to an announcement 
that 200 jobs could be 
lost in the environment 


and regeneration 
department. 

In recent times the 
council has come under 
criticism for the loss it 
made on this year’s 
Love Luton Festival as 
well as salaries paid to 
companies run by some 
of its staff members. 

But Mr Shuker said 


people should look at 
the scale of the cuts 
being made. 

He said: “The council 
has a 50 per cent cut to 
make to its budget so 
people can jump up and 
down about small 
amounts of money but 
the cuts have to be 
made. 

“The Coalition 
Government is slashing 
the residents’ services 
and anyone who does 
not acknowledge this is 
doing a disservice to the 
town. 

“People need to get 
angry about this 
Government because it 
is failing the country. 

“I am going to be 
speaking at a cuts rally 
that has been organ¬ 
ised in the town in 
January. 

“And I will continue to 
raise this issue about 
how these cuts are 
affecting my constitu¬ 
ents forcefully and 
without shame in 
Parliament. 

“This Government 
has no plans for jobs or 
growth so they should 
make a U-turn and put 
in place a Plan B. 

“There is a big divid¬ 
ing line in politics right 
now because it’s clear 
for all to see that the 
Chancellor’s plans are 
not working.” 


Flats mean last orders for pub 


A VACANT pub will be given a new 
lease of life as a block of five flats. 

The site, on the corner of Albion 
Street and Edward Street in 
Dunstable, has been boarded up 
since it closed earlier this year. 

The premises, which was 
formerly The Borough Arms, first 
shut its doors in 2009, but was 
re-opened as a bar and live rock 


‘n’ roll entertainment venue called 
Goffys last year. 

However, this opening was short¬ 
lived, and unfortunately the prem¬ 
ises closed again at the turn of the 
year. 

But it is hoped that the site 
could soon be back in use after 
Central Bedfordshire Council 
accepted a planning application to 


turn it into housing. The applica¬ 
tion, which was submitted in 
August, show that the two storey 
building will be completely reno¬ 
vated and converted into four one 
bedroom flats, and one three bed¬ 
room flat. The garage and kitchen 
will be demolished before work 
can begin on constructing the new 
properties.

Money in place to 
build new link road

FUNDING for the A5-M1 link 
road has been secured, it was 
confirmed this week. 

The 2.9 mile dual carriageway 
will run east from the A5 north of 
Dunstable to the Ml at a new 
junction (Ilia), and aims to 
improve journey time and relia¬ 
bility for those travelling on the 
A5. 

Although the project was given 
the green light in October, this 
week Chancellor George Osborne 
announced that the money for 
the scheme is now in place. It will 
be delivered with the help of 


developer contributions, with 
construction expected to begin 
in late 2014 and completion in 
2016. 

Central Bedfordshire Councillor 
Nigel Young said: “I am absolute¬ 
ly delighted that funding for the 
link road has been confirmed by 
the Government. It is fantastic 
news for our towns of Dunstable, 
Houghton Regis and Leighton 
Buzzard and surrounding villag¬ 
es, bringing much needed traffic 
relief. 

“The A5-M1 Link is the most 
important infrastructure need 
for Central Beds and is pivotal to 
our plans to regenerate this area. 

“It will not only relieve major 


traffic congestion but the quick 
links with the motorway network 
will give businesses a huge incen¬ 
tive to locate here and provide a 
huge economic boost.” 

Plans for the dual carriageway 
were first announced by Alistair 
Darling in fuly 2003, but were 
quickly postponed as the funding 
couldn’t be secured. 

In 2010 Central Beds tried to get 
the scheme back on track, and it 
was revealed in October that the 
State for Transport and 
Communities Local Government 
had accepted a recommendation, 
which means that the bypass 
should be built as soon as possi¬ 
ble.

THE winner of this year’s Turner 
Prize has praised her education 
at schools in the town for helping 
her develop as an artist.

“And I fear students these days 
will not be able to get that chance 
with this new English 
Baccalaureate the Government is 
introducing. It will marginalise 
the arts and music. People like 
me may not have had a chance to 
be where I am now if I had to go 
through a course like that. 

“If I had a chance to change the 
current education system I would 
move away from the constant 
assessments and tests. They don’t 
always help young people to 
develop as they should.”

Is it just Europe 
the Tories hate? 


O what exactly is wrong 
with Human Rights? 

Many Conservatives, 
including ex-ministers, 
who are growing in number by 
the day, are campaigning to get 
rid of it. 

This week 72 Tories, including 
seven former ministers, voted in 
the House of Commons to repeal 
the Act. Of course the main thing 
wrong with it is that it is 
‘European’. The Act enshrines 
the European Convention of 
Human Rights into British law. 
And that means that Jonny 
Foreigner might be adjudicating 
on British matters, which just 
won’t do. 

International courts and con¬ 
ventions are by the by. The fact 
that we cannot run our economy 
how we would like, or charge 
taxes we would like because 
global corporations, banks and 
international regulatory bodies 
wiR not allow it, is by the by. 

Europe they hate and anything 
European is by definition bad. 
When you look at the Act it does 
not seem too scary, with such 
rights as the right to life, the 
right to liberty, the right to a fair 
trial, the right to privacy and the 
right to freedom of expression. 

The last one is quite interesting 
at the moment, because this 
right may make state regulation 
of the press unlawful. That 
would put ‘Daily Mail land’ in a 
bit of a quandary. Support the 
Act or allow a state controlled 
prpss? Bark to thp Art, which 


also bans slavery, inhumane 
treatment, discrimination and 
supports marriage and freedom 
of assembly. What’s not to like? 

The Conservatives, supported 
allegedly by the Prime Minister, 
want to scrap it and introduce a 
British Bill of Rights. Perhaps 
under their new Bill, Freedom of 
Assembly would not be allowed, 
but slavery would. 

Discrimination would be fine 
but the right to liberty would be 
scrapped. European courts 
would not be recognised but the 
World Bank and IMF would be 
given greater power. 

It’s all right for other countries, 
and other organisations to tell us 
what to do so long as they are the 
right countries and the right 
organisations. Basically ones 
that put making a quick buck 
over liberty and justice. 

As Conservative numbers in 
Parliament look unlikely to 
increase over the next few years, 
if they are going to do anything 
they had better do it now. I think 
having rights enshrined in law to 
be a good thing and there aren’t 
too many good things around at 


the moment, so let’s leave them 
alone. 

I IT’S December, it’s England 
and it snows. And that 
catches everyone out. Our 
two local airports, Luton 
and Stansted, were closed 
for a time this week, and minor 
accidents and traffic jams were 
happening all over the region. 

There is something quaintly 
English about how the snow 
catches us off guard every year.

When we 
woke up Wednesday morning, 
our nine-year-old came rushing 
in to tell us to look out of the win¬ 
dow. To be fair it was more a 
smattering than some Alpine 
scene but still the excitement 
was palpable. All I wish for is 
that our services are prepared 
for it. I am sure some of them are 
but for many it still comes as a bit 
of a shock. It happens every year, 
just like Christmas, and usually 
just before it. It’s the sun that 
ought to surprise ns.

Cyberbull

LAST week, after months of waiting, the Leveson 
Report eventually hit the headlines with calls for 
stronger regulation of the press and new legisla¬ 
tion. MICHELE SMITH talks through personal 
experience of the need to regulate a form of 
publishing used by millions of us every day. 


THERE is no doubt that there 
are some serious issues regard¬ 
ing the press and their intrusion 
both legal and illegal into the 
lives of many, mostly the rich 
and famous. 

But another far bigger and 
influential publishing medium 
is causing pain and harassment 
to many ordinary people but is 
for the most part slipping under 
the legal radar. 

During National Anti-bullying 
Week this is particularly rele¬ 
vant. 

I am talking about social 
media, the bully’s latest and 
most powerful tool. 

Thousands of people, many of 
them children, are victims to 
this new and powerful method 
which freely gives anyone a 
publishing platform to spread 
rumours and lies gathering 
followers and readers along the 
way. 

And I am talking from person¬ 
al experience. 

For the past two years I have 
been the object of a concerted 
and sustained campaign via 
social media. 

My crime? Doing my job and 
trying to earn a legitimate and 
honest living. 

In the course of my work I 


inadvertently upset a group of 
individuals who decided, 
wrongly, that I was behind a 
decision to deny them a consid¬ 
erable amount of grant funding. 

Since then many untruthful 
and often ludicrous targeted 
accusations have been aired via 
Facebook. 

These include being ‘public 
purse rinser’, submitting fraud¬ 
ulent applications for commu¬ 
nity money, dishonestly gaining 
work, having Masonic associa¬ 
tions and even being portrayed 
as a Nazi in a video. 

Fortunately I am tough enough 
to see this for what it is but 
reading lies about yourself, 
published via social media sites 
is nasty and potentially damag¬ 
ing for even the strongest of 


people. Which of course in true 
bully style is the reason that 
they are doing it. 

There are laws, the Malicious 
Communications Act and 
Harassment are two which 
apply to this problem but unless 
you are famous the likelihood of 
getting the police and the 
Crown Prosecution Service to 
do anything is remote and civil 
action is expensive and often 
fruitless. 

The Facebook reporting mech¬ 
anism also usually receives no 
response -1 tried all of these to 
no avail. 

My main concern is for the 
people and children who under¬ 
standably do crumble under 
this type of bullying and victim¬ 
isation and as I found, have

nowhere to turn for help. Type 
cyberbullying into a search 
engine and read about the hor¬ 
rific consequences of this crime 
including numerous suicides. 

My experience pales into insig¬ 
nificance in comparison to 
these victims but what the pub¬ 
lic and the law need to appreci¬ 
ate is that as well as regulating 
the press everyone should be 
held responsible for what they 
publish, regardless of if they 
have one reader or a million. 

Those who support or aid and 


abet them should be accounta¬ 
ble too. Scott Freeman, of the 
charity Cybersmile, deals with 
the consequences every day. 

He said: “Cyberbullying now 
affects over a third of the UK’s 
children, and the amount of 
adults being bullied online is 
growing fast. 

“Due to unimaginable 
amounts of online abuse aimed 
at some children we are seeing 
suicide attempts rise to one 
every 20 minutes within the 10 
to 19 year age group in England 


and Wales. The fact that we have 
the need for a cyberbullying 
charity is the real indicator as to 
how big this problem really is.” 

Cyberbullying is a serious and 
hateful crime with potentially 
devastating outcomes. 

It can happen to any of us and 
the time has come for it to be 
taken seriously and the perpe¬ 
trators to be dealt with properly.

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Law closes in on the 
scrap metal thieves

SCRAP metal theft causes public 
outrage across the country. 

Thieves vandalise war memori¬ 
als, steal manhole covers, cause 
structural damage and even 
wreak havoc on the railways. 

From this week the industry 
has to clean up its act, as cash 
payments for scrap metal are no 
longer legal between 
dealers and customers. 

During the past year Central 
Bedfordshire Councillors 
Richard Stay and Budge Wells 
have been at the forefront of 
tackling this problem by putting 
pressure on MPs to go even 
further and support a national 
licencing regime that will tighten 
the regulation of scrap metal. 

Cllr Stay said: “By tackling the 
issue on a national level, we’re 
not only seeking to protect busi¬ 
nesses and communities in 
Bedfordshire but we’re also 
stopping the metal thieves and 
the buyers of the stolen goods 
from taking their trade else¬ 
where in the country, meaning 
the crooks will have nowhere to 
hide. 

“In Bedfordshire - 130 drain 
and manhole covers alone were 
stolen last year, costing the coun¬ 
cil £8,000 to replace. 


The Scrap Metal Dealers Bill 
has recently passed its third 
reading in Parliament and will 
now go to the House of Lords for 
consideration. 

Meanwhile, Bedfordshire 
Police have been doing all they 
can within the current law to 
clamp down on the illegal metal 
trade. 

They are one of a number of 
police forces taking part in 
Operation Tornado, which aims 
to make it easier to trace sellers 
of stolen metal through an iden¬ 
tification scheme. Anyone selling 


scrap metal to dealers participat¬ 
ing in Operation Tornado has 
been required to provide proof of 
their identity, either in the form 
of a photo card driving licence 
including an address, or a pass¬ 
port or national ID card support¬ 
ed by a utility bill, which must be 
under three months old and also 
show their address. 

The results have been dramatic 
- between April and September 
metal thefts in Central 
Bedfordshire were down by 17 
per cent as compared to the same 
months last year.

The 135bhp 
turbocharged engine can achieve an excellent 50mpg with 
emissions of 129g/km. 

Go for the fiery 170bhp MiTo Cloverleaf and the official figures 
are still remarkable at 47mpg and 139g/km.

DEJI Tobais has his sights set on the 
European Athletics U23 Championships in 
Finland next year. 

The sprinter from Luton has been training 
rigorously during the off-season in prepara¬ 
tion for the event in Tampere. 

The sprinter is looking forward to improve 
his timings and feels his training has put 
him on the right track. 

“If you look at my performances this year 
it is like I had two different seasons,” 

Tobias said. 

“I had some good races and some bad 
ones.” 

Tobais ran 100 metres in 10.21 at 
Heusden-Zolder (BEL) this year, beating his 
earlier personal best of 10.29, which he 
achieved earlier this year at Praha (CZE). 

He wants to break the 10-second barrier 
and is hoping to be a part of the GB team 
traveling to the Rio Olympics in 2016. 

“Watching some of the people you have 
ran with participating in the 2012 [London] 
Olympics, you really want to get there and 
Rio is the target.” 

He feels he is not far from being a part of 
the National team but feels there is stiff 
competition as there are at least 10 ath¬ 
letes in the same pool as him. 

“I’m working the same way, working hard 
in training and going for much more direct 
approach and I feel I’m within touching dis¬ 
tance of making it into the national squad.” 

Tobais ran 60, 200, 300 and 4x100 metres 
this year, but feels he has not found his 
strongest suit yet. 

He is studying Sports Studies and 
Business at the University of Hertfordshire 
and finds it hard to juggle his studies and 
athletic career, but he accepts it is a chal¬ 
lenge most athletes face. 

“It is all about balancing your studies and 
your training sessions, it is not always 
easy, it can be hard but it is the same for 
everyone like me,” Tobais said.

MIXED MARTIAL ARTS 

BRITAIN has always been a nation of fight 
connoisseurs. 

From the days of the Romans bringing their 
various combat sports over with them, through 
the rise of prize fighting in the 18th century 
and up to the present day when the country’s 
boxers are feted as sporting heroes, the idea of 
two combatants going one-on-one has cap¬ 
tured the imagination. 

But while the ancient art of pugilism has long 
held sway, the last decade has seen an explo¬ 
sion in the popularity of Mixed Martial Arts - 
colloquially known as cage fighting. 

The rapid growth of the sport has come hot on 
the heels of the crossing over of America’s 
Ultimate Fighting Championship (UFC) into 
the mainstream consciousness. Last Saturday’s 
BAMMA 11 show at Birmingham’s NIA is a case 
in point. 

MMA has a reputation of being a savage, no- 
holes-barred exhibition in brutality with two 
men locked in a cage. Maybe that was true in 
the early days of UFC, and there is no escaping 
the fact that it is an inherently violent sport. 

Yet these promotions are heavily regulated 
and with ringside ambulance crews and doc¬ 
tors, there are no chances taken with safety. 

Of course, the same was always said about 
boxing. Despite prize fighting being outlawed 
during those halcyon days in Georgian 
England, the newspapers of the day carried 
detailed reports of the latest bouts. 

Pierce Egan, the most celebrated boxing 
scribe of his time, went as far as to suggest that 
if it was done away with completely “the English 
character may get too refined, and the thor¬ 
oughbred bulldog degenerate into the whining 
puppy”. 

If he were alive today, Egan would no doubt 
appreciate the finer points of MMA as boxing in 
his era permitted wrestling throws and holds 
above the waist. 

The practitioners of MMA are drawn from a 
wide variety of fighting backgrounds; wres¬ 
tlers, brawlers, Muay Thai kick boxers and jiu- 
jitsu experts were all among those stepping 
into the cage in Birmingham. 

Sitting cage-side, every punch, kick, knee, 
elbow and grunt of pain from the combatants is 
audible, but this is not just simply two grown 
men beating each other senseless. 

Much in the same way as the sweet science of 
boxing, there are many facets and nuances to 
MMA, particularly with regards to the ground 
work as the fighters try to work their way into a 


position where they can land enough blows to 
force the referee to step and halt proceedings in 
or apply a submission hold. 

A sign of perhaps how far the sport has come 
is evidenced by the fact the top end of the 
14-fight card was broadcast on Channel 5 - the 
first time that an MMA show has been televised 
live on one of the five major free-to-air chan¬ 
nels in the UK. 

Sponsors such as Ladbrokes, internet domain 
name giants GoDaddy.com and clothing retail¬ 
er Sports Direct were also among those having 
their names associated with the event. 

The headline contest was the return of Alex 
Reid - perhaps best known in the public’s mind 
for his relationship with former glamour model 
Katie Price - to action for the first time since 
August last year,. It was his first appearance on 
a BAMMA show since September 2010. 

His match-up against journeyman Sam Boo 
and the decision to place this top of the bill was 
derided by some, but any publicity is good pub¬ 
licity, right? 

Reid laboured to a unanimous decision vic¬ 
tory over Boo, but otherwise it was an excite¬ 
ment-packed card that thrilled a large crowd, 
many of whom were in attendance from the 
start of the preliminary bouts until the end six 


hours later. One included Luton’s Dale 
Hardiman unsuccessfully challenging Steven 
Ray to be crowned as BAMMA's inaugural 
lightweight champion. The Storm Gym man 
lost 30-27 on all three judges’ scorecards after 
three, hard-fought five minute rounds. 

Much of the crowd were there cheering their 
own favourites. 

Leon Edward and Yannick Bahati, both of 
Birmingham club UTC, drew large local sup¬ 
port that roared them on to victories over 
Jonathan Bilton and Ben Constantine respec¬ 
tively. 

The action was fast and furious, and there was 
little break in-between bouts. Two giant screens 
also beamed the action in the cage to those in 
the arena. 

In 1790, the fight between Daniel Mendoza 
and Richard Humphries made history as the 
first sporting event in the UK to demand an 
admission fee. Spectators paid half-a-guinea to 
watch them square off in the yard of a Doncaster 
inn. 

More than 500 fans paid around £25 to watch 
the action on Saturday, demonstrating MMA’s 
rapid ascent and its ability to rival boxing for 
popularity. Britain’s love of the fight game 
looks set to continue for some time to come. 


‘Genius’ Panesar flies flag for Luton

LUTON product Monty Panesar has 
been labelled a “genius” by 
Nottinghamshire paceman Ajmal 
Shahzad following his series-changing 
performance for England. 

Panesar has taken 16 wickets in two 
Test matches in India to leave England 
on the brink of a first series win in India 
since 1985. 

It is a far cry from the first Test when 
England, minus Panesar, were thumped 
by nine wickets. 

“I just think he’s a genius,” Shahzad 


said. “He’s either a genius or a little bit 
slow. He can be a little bit weird, a little 
bit out there sometimes but he’s more 
genius-like I think. He’s a character.” 

Shahzad was part of the Ashes- 
winning party with Panesar in 2010/11. 

“In Australia I think we were together 
for two months so I got to know him 
quite well and I know he comes back 
[to Luton],” said Shahzad, 

Shahzad, who was visiting William 
Austin Junior School as part of the 
‘Co-operative Active Culture 
Programme’, has come up against 
Panesar while playing county cricket 
for Yorkshire and Lancashire. 

“I’ve played against him quite often 
with Sussex,” Shahzad said. “His brain 


works differently, he’s one of those 
people who looks outside the box. On 
the pitch he just cracks on with it; as 
soon as he gets the ball in his hand he 
becomes a machine.” 

Panesar played for Luton & Town 
Indians in the Herts Cricket League and 
Shahzad says Luton is leading the way 
in developing and integrating the Asian 
population. 

“One of the young lads here [at 
William Austin School] is already in the 
county setup,” Panesar said. 

“I came through the school setup so 
to see an Asian cricketer come through 
the ranks motivates them. 

“There didn’t use to be many coming 
through but I think they’ve got more

backing now. They’re going about it the 
right way, they just need to develop the 
talent and get scouted by the coun¬ 
ties.”

LUTON-born Jernade Meade made his first 
start for Arsenal on Tuesday, playing 82 
minutes of a Champions League tie 
against Olympiacos. 

The 20-year-old, who began his career 
at Luton Sunday League side Bramingham 
FC, joined Arsenal at the age of 11 and 
has been a regular in the club’s reserve 
team. 

The left-sided player, capable of playing 
in midfield or defence, was a substitute in 
the extraordinary 7-5 Capital One Cup win 
against Reading in October and Arsene 


Wenger felt the 5ft 3in man was ready for 
his debut on Tuesday night. 

“Meade is not the tallest but he is 
dynamic and he can win the ball,” Wenger 
told The Sun before Tuesday’s game. 

“He is a fighter. I have no worries about 
putting him in,” 

Meade is not the first youngster to pro¬ 
gress from Luton to Arsenal. 

Jack Wilshere, who is almost a year 
older than Meade, was spotted by Hatters 
scouts in his home town of Hitchin and 
briefly played in Luton Town’s youth setup 
before joining the North London club in 
2001. 

Like Wilshere, Meade has come through 
the ranks at Arsenal and was the third 
highest Reserve team appearance maker 
last term. 


Luton is proving a rich breeding ground 
for Premier League clubs. 

In January, Chelsea snapped up three 
teenage brothers from the Luton Town 
academy. 

Twins Cole and Rio Dasilva, both 12 at 
the time of signing, and their brother Jay, 
13, all made the move into London in a tri¬ 
ple swoop. 

Their older sibling, Ryan Dasilva, was a 
member of the Hatters’ first-team squad 
last season and Luton believe last 
January’s deal could earn the club over 
£1 million if the three youngsters go on to 
play for Chelsea’s first team. 

Their move came in the same month that 
ex-Luton academy player David Moli, now 
17, moved from Liverpool to 
Wolverhampton Wanderers.

Reynolds beat Mahmood in 
the quarter-final of last year’s 
competition and was too good 
for him again in three two- 
minute rounds. 

“I’m buzzing,” Reynolds said.
